The School Board Takes 


Final Action. 


ONE BLOCK KOtt BOTH HOUSES 


A Number of Good by cations Offered 


for School Sites— Miscellane- 


ous Business Transacted. 


The board of education have had 
uite a siege of late on account of the 
mportant matters before them, and 
ow some of the members of the board 
re eagerly looking -forward to the time 
when they can enjoy at least a part of 


ie heated term in some other place 
ban Fresno. To expedite matters two 
meetings were held yesterday, and con- 
iderable business was transacted. The 
moat important was the final decision 
oncerning the location of the proposed 
ligh school, and the white school build- 
ng. Lots were advertised for for the pur* 
oae of securing a site on which to move 
ie white buildiug, but when a motion 


was made to accept one of the bids the 


lotion was lost. This meant that the 
wo buildings will be .located on the 
ame block. 
The first meeting was held yesterday 
fteruoon, when the bids for lots were 
mened. Six offers were made to the 
>oard, which were as follows : Lots 1 to 
inclusive, block 152 (corner of R and 


Fresno 
streets), 
$3500, by W. R. 


'hoinaa; lots 1 to 8 inclusive, block 164 
corner" of S and Fresno streets), $3000, 
»y T. 0. White ; lots 17 to 24, block 151 
corner of Q and Fresno streets), $8000, 
y H. P. Hedges; lots 5 to 12, blonk 129, 
2500, by E. O. Winchell ; lots 27to3S, 
•lock 144, 12400, by ,T. M. Boyd. K. B. 
Jutler, who had already made several 
iropositions ou the Terry block, put in 
everal bids on parts, and also on the 
whole ot the block. Ho offered the 


ortb half {No. 132) for $4000, or the 
orthweat three-quarters for $5760, or 
Ise the whole block for $7750. They 
wero all received and placed on file. 


The Insurance on the ward building 


was brought up, and the secretary was 
nstructcd to have two policies written 
n the building for $2000 each. He was 
,lso instructed to advertise for bids for 
lie construction of the outhouses at 
lie ward building. ' 
The standing committee on school 


ion sea was instructed to confer with 
be water company in regard to putting 
n a fire plug near the building. A bid 
f $05 for the old Hudsell school house 
fas ordered filed. 


In tho evening session the board met 


n tho city clerk's room, as the hull was 
ccupicd by tho city council, in their 
cgular meeting. 
Chairman Church, 


who was absent from the afternoon 
nee ting, was present ami the bids weru 
cod again. They weru located on the 
ity map and the localities of the vari- 
ous site wero freely discussed. It was 
Iccidcd that the bid made by H. P. 
ledges was tho most liberal. A motion 
was made by Had sell, anil seconded by 
]hurcb, to accept the bid of Mr. Hedges 
or $3000. 


This brought up tbo important qucs- 
ion which has been postponed so often, 
uid a lengthy diecusflion ensued. Trus- 
ces Church and HndaelL strongly de- 
clared themselves in favor of moving 
he white building oft the block and dc- 
vutinu tho wliolo Bjwce onliruly to thu 
-,igli school, while Trustees Eden and 
Jumminjrs were as strongly opposed. 
Trustee Gallagher was between the two 
ires, and on him depended what action 
abould bo taken. 


Chairman Church set forth a strong 


argument in favor of devoting the en- 
tire block to the hitrh school. 
He 


thought that tho building should cer- 
tainly bo given a position duo its 
grandeur. He said that he had a uuin- 
jer of people come to hia olllco to call 
,o Iiia attention the absurdity of locating 
.lie two buildings on tho same block. 
Ho added that bo even interviewed citi- 
zens ou tho street, and found them al- 
most unanimously In favor of giving up 
the block to thu high school. 


Mr. Eden argued tho question from a 


financial standpoint, nnd figures were 
resorted to. Ho did not think the board 
would be justified in making the ex- 
penditure with the funds at hand. Mr. 
Eden thought, the new building could 
tie faced toward Fresno street, and the 
Central building moved to either of the 
Merced corners, and tho high school 
would have a good location with pi only 
ol ground. Ho feared that the funds 
would give out in tho event of such ac- 
tion, and he was in favor of being on 
the safe fide. 


It was argued that eight lots were not 


largo enough for the white building. Its 
dimensions are 80x00 feet. The present 
block was graphically mapped out with 
tho buildings located and the white 
building was then represented on tho 
eight lots, and the board compared the 
figures. 


After o«er n. hour's discussion, UIL 


question was called for, and the motion 
was defeated by the following vote 
Noes, Eden, Cummings and Gallagher 
ayes, Church and I lad sell. 


Trustee Gallagher's name was called 


for, but he asked the secretary to volt 
first,. Thus he had the deciding vote 
and ho said in order to bo on the suft.

The committee will report any changes 
to the board at tho next meeting, whei 
the plana and specifications will be re 
furred to an expert to puss upon them 
The committee was also empowered to 
advertise fora heating and ventilating 
apparatus for the new building.

HAULING FREIGHT. 


A Proposition to Utilize Horse 


Power for the Purpose. 


From thu Tuh.ro Keglstt-r. 


The railroad freight charges on ship- 


ting beaiiB from Bakers field to Han- 
ord is $720 per ton. A Chinaman 
aised a crop down at Bakersfiold and 
wanted tho crop transported here. The 
reights being exorbitant, he employed 
W. H. Camp to haul It here, which he 
did with ten horses and two men, mak- 
ng wages of $8 per day.— Hanford Sen- 
inel. 
The perusal of tho foregoing put us 


n ttie mind to figure a little to see If 
here is not something for our men who 
mve good teams suitable for hauling on 
.he road to make an honest dollar until 
hues get better, 'and the more we figure 
he better appears the outlook for run- 
ning a successful opposition to the South- 
rn Pacific Company in hauling goods to 
nd from Stockton by team. Here are 
he figures. See what you can make of 
hem: 
From Tulare to Stockton by wagon 
oad it is an even 150 miles, or not 
nough more than that so that a loaded 
*am cannot make a round trip every 
wo weeks, resting on Sundays and still 
laving time to load and unload. A aix- 
faoree or six-mule team, with trail 
wagon, will pull five tone over this road 
without overworking, and we will pre- 
ume for the purpose of our estimate 
hat loads of first-class merchandise can 
»e obtained both ways, hauling dry 
oods and groceries from Stockton to 
'ulare, and dried fruits and raisins from 
'ulare to Stockton. 
The first-class rates on merchandise 
rom Stockton to Tulare is 77 cents per 
00 pounds, but as some staple gro- 
;eries take a lower rate we will estimate 
t all at 70 cents for an average. The 
arload rtte on dried fruits from Tulare 
to Stockton is 67 cents per 100 pounds, 
and it ia presumable that loads could be 
btained at that figure. A live-ton load 
rom Tuliire to Stockton would therefore 
yield the hauler $t>7, and u like load for 
he return would yield $70, or $137 for 
he round trip, requiring twelve days' 
work and two Sundays more for rest, 
mt when teams and men would have to 
>e fed just the same. 
• 


Now, what of the expense account? 


Baled hay can be had along the road, 


>ounds a day for a six-home team, or 
800 pounds for the round trip. Ground 
>arley can be hud for 1 cent per pound, 
and such a team will require 150 pounds 
a day. A good man can be lured to 
Irivo tho team for $1 per day and 
toard, and he can hoard himself as lie 
camps along for 50 cents a day. Horses 
>r mules can be hired for Una work at 
>0 cents per span, or $1.50 pur day for 
he Um-ii and two wagons, three sets of 
mrni'ss and other traps needful can he 
jought for $300, and with good usage 
will last ten years, so that 2 per cent 
>er month or $3 for the trip would be a 
air compensation for their hire, but 
allow $3 more for repairs and shoeing of 
loracs in order to make the investment 
afe. 


Now lut us recapitulate and see, with 


'verything hired, what this freighting 
mshicss at rates charged by the South- 
cm Pacific Company for first clues mer- 
chandise, would pay a speculator who 
ihould go into Urn InisinesH of hauling 
jutwcen Tularo and Klockton:

and perfectly plain statement: A six- 
horse freight..!): team cnn uilbrd to 
make a round trip from Tularo to Stock- 
ton and return every two weeks, year in 
and year out, for $100 /or each round 
trip, and haul five tons of freight for an 
average rate of $10 pur ton each way, or 
one-half of 1 cent per pound, a rate 
which is much lower than Iho a%-erage 
nitu the railroad company receives now. 
Is it any wonder that the people com- 
plain that the rates charged arc exces- 
sive and that they are willing to grade 
free of charge «. road bed tor a line ol 
railroad that would certainly he a. com- 
peting line? 


There lire, of course, difficulties in tho 


way of a practical embarking on enter- 
prise of this sort, lor thuru are many 
kinds of goods that will not admit of 
being on the road in a wagqn through 
this warm valley for a week und tho ele- 
ment of time is of ten of important other* 
wise. Besides if any considerable quan- 
tity of goods were to bo hauled in this 
way an immediate reduction in railroad 
rates would tako place, but KO far an 
actual rates are concerned we believe 
that we have made it clearly apparent 
that teams would successfully complete 
with the Southern Pacific Company be- 
tween Tulare and Stockton.
